The Forry lot sale has been finished and Greater Newark is assured. 
Persistent effort on the part of the Board of Trade officers and com- 


nuittees has won, and Newark is about to enjoy unprecedented growth and 
prosperity. 


The two hundred Forry lots have been sold to responsible persons by 


the Board of Trade, William "W. We hrle has been formally notified of the 
result of the. Board's effort, and Mr. Wehrle in turn has telegraphed to his 
customers telling them that he will accept contracts which will keep his 
immense force of men busy for the next five years. At the same time Mr. 
"Wehrle is busy arranging to place his orders for building material and 
the James E. Thomas company has its plans all ready for the big iron mill 
which will go up in the west end of the city at a cost of nearly if not 
quite $100,000.

When -the Board "of Trade solicitors quit 
work Thursday 
evening 


eighteen lots remained unsold but as announced in the papers, the 
office 


of the President of the Board of Trade was kept open during the evening 
to receive'-Tsubseriptions. Some solicited by telephone were received and 
in other cases individual members of the Board went out and sold lots 
during the evening. At 10 o'clock President Black figured up that only 
eight lots remained unsold and he informed Mr. Wehrle that assurance 
would be given by the Board of Directors that the lot sale would succeed. 
In other words the directors personally guaranteed the sale of the few 
remaining lots and virtually closed the deal Thursday night, 
the time 


limit that had been fixed in the agreement between Mr. W«hrle and the 
Board of Trade. Having made this ar rangement it was necessary to sell 
the few remaining lots Friday and the work will be finished before the day 
is over. 


Never before has work of such magnitude been accomplished by the 


"Newark Board of Trade; never has any workt of the Board been finished 
in so short a time. 


The success of the effort was due in the first place to the excellent pro- 


position—admittedly the best that has ever been made to the 
citizens of 


Newark. Then too the Board of Trae! o committees took hold of the project 
with a will, every lot seller being determined to do his full share in-the 


..task assigned. All pulled together and the work was done though it must 


be"said that some who were abundantly able to help the project and who 
will be greatly benefitted by the location of the two mills declined to help.

tion of the big plant but will rush thiLgs to the limit as it will be neces- 
sary to have the foundry in operation by July 1st.

It will 
take at least 2,000,000 bricks to build the foundry—the main building being 
nearly one-fifth of a mile long and 340 feet in width.

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The Tariff Taken Off of Coal. 


At last Congress took decided action 


on the coal question, and on lines that 
have all along been advocated 'by the 
Democratic party. Tlie bill taking the 
tariff oft of coal passed the House and 
Senate at Washington, and dias been 
signed by the President. 


'For once a Republican Congress &as 


allowed the will of the people to be en- 
acted into law. 


The action in passing this bill tak- 


ing the tariff off of coal, is about tlie 
most conspicuous proceeding of any- 
thing -that has occurred in the halls of 
Congress for a generation, for it was 
at ,the universal, outspoken demand o£ 
a people wrought up to the .stage of in-.

In the Senate as. amendment 
was offered so as to keep anthracite 
free, or at least to prevent continuing 
that construction of the 
Dinglcy 


schedule by which it is now taxed. 


This will relieve New England by 


permitting the free importation of No- J 
va Scotia bituminous coal, and will at 
once reduce the price of coal from that 
country which is the main source of 
supply from foreign lands. As the re- 
peal of the tariff on bituminous coal 
in all Hkelihood will be followed by 
the repeal of the Canadian duty of 40 
cents a ton on American bituminous. 
.the change will be of great importance 
and1 advantage to the coal interests of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana, -where 
large shipments to Canada even under 
this -tariff duty, -will be largely increas- 
ed by reciprocal free trade in coal. 


The important feature of this bill, 


establishing free -tra<Ie In coal, is that 
it is an admission from a high Repub- 
lican source that there Is a close con- 
nection between "the coal famine and 
the tariff. True, the biil is limited in 
its operation to one year, but it is a 
tredge, and if the people of the country 
understand that freo trade in 
coal 


means a more plentiful supply

There are in the Philippine Islands 


Ibree distinct races-thc Negrito, with 
twenty-one tribes; the Indonesian, with 
sixteen tribes, and the Malayan, with 
forty-seven tribes, making a total of 
eighty-four different tribes. 
Of thesa 


the Negritos, who at one time peopled 
the whole archipelago, are slowly dis- 
appearing, and probably fewer than 
25,000 remain. 
They are physically 


weak, and Intellectually stand very low 
in the human scale. • 


The Indonesian, with a tribal popu- 


lation of some 251.200, live almost ex- 
clusively on the great island of Min- 
danao. They are not only physically 
superior to the Negritos, but to the 
people of the Malayan race ns well, 
and are, as a rule, quite intelligent. 


Tbe Malayan race, however, with its 


admixtures, is the dominant one, and 
is found in all parts of the archipelago 
in greater or less numbers. 
The Visa- 


yaus, with a population of 2,000,000, 
occupy thc islands south of Luzon; the 
Tagalogs, with 1.G63.000, the central 
part of Luzon; the Bicols, with .100,000, 
southern Luzon; the Ilocanos and'Ca- 
gnyans, northern Luzon; thc Pampan- 
gas and Pangasinans, northern cen- 
tral Luzon; the Moros, the Jolo (Sulu) 
archipelago and Mindanao. 


Thus it will be seen that the problem 


of educating the peoples of three dis- 
tinct tribes, made up of many tribes 
which, even iu the same race, differ 
very greatly not only in the degree of 
civilization, but in language, manners, 
customs and laws is not small. 
The 


needs and conditions of the different 
provinces and in some cases the differ- 
ent parts of a province have to be stud- 
ied carefully in order that the greatest 
amount of good may be given to those 
whom we have been set the task of 
educating.

One of the Fixed blnm. 


Strange as it may seem. Uncle Sam 


does not make use of the sun for reck- 
oning time, but he turns his attention 
to some of the regular steady going 
stars, or "lixed stars." a<- they are 
called. Every clear nitrht an aMrono- 
mer with a big telescope looks at cer- 
tain of these stars and niiil.es his cal- 
culations, from which lie can tell just 
when the sun would cro'-s the seventy - 
fifth meridian. One of the great clocks 
iu the observatory is called the tr.uifc- 
mitter. because it transmits or send- 
out the signal that keep-, standard 
time. 
This clock is set and regulated 


by the star iivnc, and then every day 
at three minutes and fifteen seconds 
before 32 a switch is turned on. aud the 
beats of the pendulum ol tins clock are 
sent by electricity over the wires to the 
telegraph offices in Washington and 
New York. When the telegraph oper- 
ators hear this sound on their in<-tru- 
meuts. the} know that the 110011 feign."! j of 
is about to he .sent out. and they at 1'osc. 
once begin to connect the teh graph 
wires with other towns and cities until 
in a minute or two "the "tick, tick'' of 
the clock at Washington is licv.rd in 
hundreds ot telegraph offices.
